1. DURING PAST TWO WEEKS OR SO, DDG GLUBRECHT, DG 
EKLUND AND POLLIART HAVE ALL SPOKEN AT ONE TIME OR 
ANOTHER WITH CHERNILIN BY TELEPHONE, WHO REPORTEDLY 
WAS STILL IN HIS APARTMENT IN MOSCOW, BUT WHO SAID HE 
EXPECTED ENTER HOSPITAL EITHER "THE FOLLOWING DAY" OR 
"THE FOLLOWING WEEK," DEPENDING ON WHEN CONVERSATION 
TOOK PLACE. HE REPORTEDLY TOLD GLUBRECHT AND EKLUND 
(ON OR ABOUT WEEKEND OF MARCH 15-16) THAT HE HOPED TO 
RETURN IN "ABOUT TWO WEEKS," BUT ACCORDING TO POLLIART, 
WHO SPOKE TO HIM ON MARCH 20, CHERNILIN SAID HE 
PROBABLY WOULD NOT RPT NOT RETURN FOR "SEVERAL WEEKS." 

2. DURING MEETING MARCH 24 WITH DG, MYSELF AND OTHERS 
ON OTHER BUSINESS, SOVIET RESREP ARKADIEV MENTIONED TO 
EKLUND THAT CHERNILIN'S HEART ATTACK THIS TIME WAS 
"VERY SERIOUS." THIS COMMENT, COUPLED WITH OTHER 
FACTORS THAT SEEM TO RAISE MORE QUESTIONS THAN THEY 
ANSWER, LEAD US TO WONDER WHETHER WE WILL EVER SEE
